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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

Claims 27-33 have been withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

Claims 3, 6-14, 18-22, 34, 35, and 37-43 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Morad (US patent no. 6,023,812). Morad disclosed all the claimed 
features of applicant's invention (see illustration below). Morad's arm does pivot 
independent of the movement of the shaft. 
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Claims 23-26 allowed. 

Claims 5, 17, 36 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, 
but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims. 
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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 2/17/2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Regarding Morad'812 patent, applicant's argument was that the body 
(22) cannot said to be "movable coupled to the shaft" as claimed. Examiner 
respectively disagrees. The shaft 6 is freely movable and guided by the lower slot below 
large slot 32. Such lower slot of the interface section (lower portion 24) guide the shaft 
6 and thus is "movably coupled to the shaft".
